Washington, June 
23.—A 
nation- 
wide drive of one week' to recruit 
seventy thousand men to bring the 
regular army up to its 
authorized 
war strength of 300,000 men 
began , 
today in accordance with President j 
Wilson's proclamation callng for vol- 
unteers. 
This is the first step in the organi- 
zation of America's army. 
Next is 
the 
task o( 
completing 
the 
fall 
strength of the national guard, . then 
iComes the selection of men for 
the 
new national army 
from 
the mil- 
lions who registered here June 5. 
The President calls upon "unmar- 
ried men between the ages of 18 and 
40 yeahs who have 
no 
dependents, 
and who are not engaged in pursuit 
vitally necessary to prostitution 
of 
the war." 


This means that 
those 
between 
eighteen and twenty-one and thirty- 
one and forty, as well as the recent 
registrants will be given an 
oppor- 
tunity for immediate 
training and 
prospect of early active service. 
The urgency of filling ranks of the 
regular army is emphasized by array 
officers -who declare it will be" neces- 
sary within the next six months to 
take many of the regulars as instruc-

As the numbers are drawn the: 
will be telegraphed <to the home dis 
tricts, where the registered men wil 
iearn whether they have been draft 
ed. Then the question of exemption 
will come up and this will go befor 
a. local board. If the man is exemp: 
ed, the man bearing the 
numbe 
drawn next in order will take his place 
and so on. In this way all 
those 
available 'for service out of the ten 
million who registered will be mad 
ready for the country's call, and form 
the flist increment of 625,000 to be 
assembled-. The others will be call 
ed as the need develops, as the wa 
goes on. Plenty of time will be given, 
for drafted men to arrange their per 
sonal affairs and report to 
canron 
menl camps. It is hoped to 
have 
them in training by September first 
or very soon thereafter.

Cr. Beaton analyzed in a philosoph- 
ical way, some of the events prelim- 
inary 
to 
the 
entry of the United 
States into the war. He dwelt on the 
reluctance of the nation to enter the 
conflict; loath to believe that we were 
living in a world where men have to 
fight. He spoke of the fact that Wil- 
son was elected on a peace basis be- 
cause America hated war, and that it 
was only after Belgium had been sac- 
rificed on the altar, and France, torn 
and bleeding, was drained of its life 
blood, that the people of America real- 
ized that these nations and the Brit- 
ish navy had saved civilization. 
A. 
great light broke in upon the con- 
sciousness of tile American nation 
that this, is a people's war. That the 
cause of the allies is the cause of 
America, and that it is a trial be- 
tween the principles of democracy on 
the one hand and military slavery on 
the other. 
Dr. Beaton 
read 
some passages 
from the war message of President 
Wilson, which he said had had a most 
profound Influence all over the civil- 
ized world and was conceded by diplo- 
mats and statesmen to be one of the 
greatest documents on state matters 
ever penned. When the president at 
this time, after recounting the course 
of events, had said, there was only 
one choice to make, then the soul of 
the nation was saved. 


There were some things, the speak- 
er said, more precious than peace and 
prosperity, and these things were 
honor and justice, and the great ver- 
ities of life—love, brotherhood, jus- 
tice, honor and a square deal to every 
man or nation—-are some of the moral 
issues to be settled by this war.

SAVE SUGAR IN 
JELLY MAKING 
Much waste of sugar and spoilage 
of jellies can be avoided by using a 
simple alcohol test recommended by 
the 
bureau 
of chemistry, United 
States department 
of 
agriculture. 
To determine how much sugar should 
be used with each kind of juice put 
a spoonful of juice in a glass and add 
to it 
one spoonful of 95 per cent 
grain alcohol, mixed by shaking the 
substance in 
fruits 
which 
makes 
them 
jell — is 
precipitated. If 
tho 
pectin is precipitated as one lump a 
cup of sugar may be used for each 
cup of juice; if in several lumps the 
proportion or sugar must be reduced 
to approximately three-fourths tbe 
amount of 
the juice. If the pectin 
Is not in lumps but is merely- pre- 
cipitated, the sugar should be one- 
half or 
less of the amount 
of 
the 
juice. If the 
juice shows no pre- 
cipitation under this test, it 
is un- 
suitable for jelly making and

It is the officially recognised agency for voluntary effort in behalf of the armed forces 


of the nation and for the administration of relief.

It has been officially asked by the Government to aid in the present war and—under 


the direction of American administrators of the highest capacity, guided by the ablest 
specialists in hospital care, public health, organized relief,—it is undertaking' five gigantic 
tasks:— 


1'—To safeguard the American soldiers on American soil. This-will mean supplemen- 


tary medical care, public health work in communities near the great camps, hospital units 
manned by leading physicians and surgeons, co-operation with agencies which seek to pro- 
vide wholesome, recreative and social opportunities, the provision of supplies and com- 
forts, of many kind. 


2—To protect American soldiers in France. All the activities mentioned above will be 


carried on with even greater care and intensity* The work is already well under way. 
Hospital tuilts are already on the other side; more are sailing every week. Supplies of all 
kinds aro even now being-stored. One of the most alarming features of the situation in 
France is the spread of veneral-diseases. The American Red Cross is planning to create 
recreation and rsst centers with-:-which to-combat this menace. 


3—To relieve distress and suffering among the civilians as well as the soldiers—to aid 


the needy dependents of soldiers at home and abroad. 


4—To offer aid to America's allies. It is hoped to give tangible evidence of our in- 


terest by undertaking many things. The tuberculosis threat in France is really appall- 
ing. The Red Cross expects to work through administrative machinery provided by the 
Rockefeller Foundation, with the hope of making some headway against this menace to 
the French nation. Russia is in dire need of ambulance and hospital facilities. 
Nothing 


is more likely to stiffen the Russian resistance than prompt and generous co-operation from 
America. 


5—To make a beginning- toward rehabilitation. The devasted areas of Northern 


France, and of Serbia call for aid. To assist in providing temporary shelter, and to help 
the population to renew agriculture and other industries is a fundamental task in which 
the Red Cross seeks to play an important part. 


To cariy on this tremendous work—a nation-wide campaign to raise $100,000,000 


has begun.
